Wishing farewell and bon voyage 
to the celebrated writer of the 
Scarlet Pimpernel, a bouquet of 
scurlet pimpernels was presented to 
Uaroness Orezy, when she embarked 
with her husband, Mr. Montagu 
Barstow, on the SS, Montclare of 
the Canadian Pacific line, for 
England.

The Nelson 
is one of two battleships, the other be- 
ing the Rodney, which the Washing- 
‘ton Naval Treaty allows Great Britain 
to build that they may take the place 
‘of the King George V,, Ajax, Centurion 
‘and Thunderer in 1927. Today the 
Japanese navy contains the most for- 
|midable battleships, the Mutsu and 
Nagato. They are superior to our 
three Marylinds in being faster by two 
knots, 23°an hour to 21, 
most considerable advantage.

;are longer by 60 feet, but of about the 
{same beam, ‘The Japanese ships are 
furnished with eight torpedo — tubs 
the Americans with two.
